A Census. 

Wo should like to have soen the 
Hou30.atits late sitting provide the 
waya aud means for taking a census of 
the Province. It is surprising that 
after an existence of nearly 20 years 
as an organized government no intelli- 
gent effort has bean made to arrive at 
even an approximate idea of the num- 
ber of inhabitants British Columbia 
contains. When the delegates cut- 
ried the terma of union to Ottawa the 
white population was roughly estimat- 
ed at 10,000. That was nearly six 
years ago. \Va believe that estimate 
to have been bc-low the mark'; 1 Since 
that period the population of the Is- 
land and Lower Mainland has largely 
increased. Nauaimo, then a little 
straggling village, has quadrupled in 
population aud attained to the posi- 
tion of a Municipality with a Mayor 
and Council. Saanich, Cowichan and 
Comox have added largely to their 
numhors, and New Westminster Dis- 
trict 1ms mado astonishing progress. 
The interior districts have more than 
held their own and will probably show 
an increase, whilst any diminution in 
numbers that Cariboo has experienced 
will he rnoro than met by the presence 
in Cassiar of a trading and mining 
population of 1500 or 1600 souls. A 
Bhort time ogo a census of Victoria 
developed a pormanont population of 
C200. At tho date of union aha had 
barely a population of 3500. Doubt- 
less the Island alone has a population 
of 11,000, and thd Mainland from 

| 

7000 to 8000 more; makiug a total 
population of 18,000 or 20,000. East, 
ern papers are never tired of referring 
contemptuously to British Columbia 
as a Province with 10,000 people. She 
has nearly twice that number, and the 
fact should bo demonstrated by means 
of a census. 



The lunatic Asylum. 

What steps have the Government 
taken or are they likely to take to- 
wards carrying ont the suggestions of 
the Select Committee of the House re- 
specting tho managementof the Luna- 
tic Asylum ? There are now 48 pa- 
tients undergoing treatment, and a due 
regard for their comfort and safety 
would seem to demand that if any al- 
teration is contemplated it should be 
made immediately. At present matters 
are in a transition state. No one knows 
who is to go or who to stay of the 
keepers. Such a condition of things 
cannot he favorable to the wellbeing 
of the patieuts. No class appeals so 
loudly to public sympathy, and no 
clas3 are as much entitled to the very 
best care that can be bestowed upon 
them as lunatics. A people do not 
deserve to prosper that neglect to pro- 
vide for the helpless ones on whom 
the hand of affliction has fallen with 
crushing weight. 



Dominion Mail Summary. 

[Par steamer North Pacific) ., 

St. Johk, .N B., May 5. — Very gen- 
oral regret is expressed at the death of 
Mr. Henry AY. Wilson, who has been 
a large shipper of lumber from this 
port to England on his own account, 
and as tho representative of Gibbs, 
Bright & Co. 

Qi/euec, May 5. — The following par- 
ticulars have been recoived from St. 
Heuodine with reference to the case of 
attempted murder reported from thoro 
sorno days ago: 

Virginie Lo Houllier called at tho 
residence of Widow Murphy, store- 
keeper. Mrs. Murphy livedalone, was 
reputed to be rich, and, it was said, 
kept her money in the houso. The 
first thing the would-bo murdross did 
was to inquire how long it waa sinco 
Mrs. Murphy had been to Quebec, re- 
ceiving for an answer that she had 
been thoro about three months before. 
She then asked for a bottle of gin. 
Mrs. Murphy went to tho collar to 
procure it, and while she was filling it, 
Lo Houilier drow a pistol and fired at 
her head. The ball, however, only 
grazed tho scalp. Tho wounded wo- 
man got up stairs, and a horrible 
struggle onsuod between her and her 
assailant. The lattor succeeded in dis- 
charging three more shots, and tho 
widow sank to tho ground. Lo Houl- 
ier then seized her by the legs, hurled 
her into the cellar and closed the trap. 
Notwithstanding her injuries, Mrs. 
Murphy did not lose consciousness, 
and from where she was could follow 
the movements of tho fiend who for a 
quarter of an hour ransacked tho 
house, carrying off all the money sho 
could find, and locking the door after 
her. Tne doctor has pronounced her 
wounds very dangerous, though not 
absolutely mortal. Sho is still alivo, 
but in an exceedingly precarious con- 
dition.

|j Mr. Simmons, tho well known aero- 
naut, lies in Linenhall Hotel, Belfast, 
sufleriug from injuries . sustained by 
falling out of his balloon. Accompani- 
ed by Liout. Bailey, Mr. Simmons 
made an ascent from the Botauic Gar- 
dens on Monday evening. Tho bal- 
loon proceeded in the direction of 
Crumlin, where it struck a large mill. 
Lieut'. Bailey jumped out, falling six- 
teen -feet. The balloon again ascend- 
ed, but shortly afterwards struck a 
wall, knocking it down,' and Mr. Sim- 
mons was thrown to the ground insen- 
sible. The balloon has disappeared. 

Tlie threatened disturbance in tho 
building trade, owing to the scarcity 
of bricks, appears likely to bo speedi- 
ly obviated. For somo timo past bricks 
have been exported from Japan to 
America; but owing' to a duty of 20 
per cent, being churytul tho trade has 
baen limited. Last week a cargo of 
bricks, of Japanese manufacture, were 
placed as an experiment un the Lon- 
don Market, the result being that it 
was instantly bought up, and large 
ordors for future supplies were placed. 
This has caused great oxcitoinent 
among the English brick-makers. It 
is now said that tho Japan bricks can 
bo mado of any size, shape, or colour, 
tire harder than tho homo article, and 
much more preferaWe for ornamental 
work. It is stated that the trade has 
been sot agoing at tho instigation of 
ono of the Japaneso scut over by tho 
Mikado to be educated in England. 

The Bristol Cathedral Restoration 
Committee have issued a statement 
setting forth their reasons for their 
resignation in a body, after tho sud- 
den pulling down of the statuary of 
tho north porch by the Dean and 
Chapter. Tho following is tho text 
of' their resolution: — "That, as the 
'Dean expresses no regret for tho out- 
rage that has been committed, or for 
tho discourtesy offered as well to tho 
donor of tho porch, as to tho eminent 
architoct who lias been engaged in tho 
work, but rather justifies the steps he 
has taken to curry out tho resolution 
of the Chapter, tho committee do not 
feel called upon to reply ' to 
the Dean's lettor to discusi the 
question as to the propriety of tho fig- 
ures. That they feel tho only course 
tlioy can consistently take is to dis- 
continue tho work for which they were 
appointed, bolieving, as they do, that 
such friendly relations between them- 
selves and the Dean and Chapter as 
would be necessary for the comple- 
tion of the work havo been rendered 
impossible by the circumstances which 
have .taken place." The committee 
have, up to tho present timo, expend- 
ed upwards of .£40,000 on tho work. 

At Towoootor Petty Sessions Lord 
Maidstone was fined £2, and £2 2s 7d 
costs, for taking a dog into a first-class 
carriage on the London and North- 
Westorn Railway, contrary to the by- 
laws of the company. His lordfmip.it 
seems, when asked to remove his dog, 
said ho was Lord Maidstone, that he 
always travelled with his clog, and al- 
ways should, and that if the passenger 
who complained did not like tho dog 
he could go into another carriage, 
Ihe coolest thing about tho case, how- 
ever, was that his Lordship had not a 
ticket for the dog.

About 6: 30 o'clock last evening, whilo 
tho storm of thunder and lightning was at 
its height, a vivid flash, followed closely 
by a heavy peal of thunder, was observed 
to dart across the Bky. Porsons accus- 
tomed to oalculate the distv.nco of a flash 
of lightning expressed tho opinion that 
this particular flash had struck some ob- 
ject within the limits of tho city. And so 
it proved. A yeung man was walking 
in tho yard adjoining tho lot on which 
stands the Girls' School on Broughton 
street. Immediately after the flash and 
peal he heard a groat crash in the school- 
room and a noiso, as ho expressed it, "as 
if the building was full of thunder." Tho 
noise continued for at. leant a minute. 
Mrs. McDonnel, who resides next to tho 
school, also heard a groat crash in the 
building and mentioned tho fact to some 
gentlemen, who opened tho front door 
and entered tho schoolroom. Their as- 
tonishment was unbounded when they 
saw that tho groon baiw doors near the 
entrance had been torn from thoir hinges; 
that the blackboards lay on tho floor; and 
that tho lid of every desk, of which there 
are 144, was open and thrown back! Sev- 
eral of tha lids had been torn from their 
hinges; others were partially so; but 
without an exception ovory denk stood 
open and some were half -HI led with water 
as if a buoket-ful had boon dashed into 
them ! Tho only other ovidenco of the 
presence of lightning was that tho back 
door, lika th> creen baize doors, had been 
torn from its hinges and lay prostrate. 
Tho lightning evidently entered by the 
front windows, which wore open, and pass- 
ed out of the back windows, which were 
also open. The course of tho lightning 
after loaving tho building could not bo 
traced. Had tho accident happened two 
hours earlier, a dreadful tragody might 
have occurred. Thero were nearly 200 
children in attendance yesterday after- 
noon many of whom, thore is reason to 
beliovo, would have lost thoir lives. 

The acciden. is a warning to inhabit- 
ants to close tho windows of tho buildings 
in w hich they may chanoo to be dnring 
the prevalence of a Btorm of thunder and 
lightning. 

City Police Court. 

(Before His Honor H. 0. Courtney. | 

Tuesday; May 23. 
A young man was brought up charged 
with' cruelty to a dog, which ho had shot 
on Friday last with the intention of kill- 
ing it. 

Mr. Galley deposed that tho dog had 
been shot close by his house on Friday, 
and that ho afterwards found it alivo and 
informed defendant of it. Ho said he 
would come ovor and remove it. This was 
on Saturday, Witness took the unfortu- 
nate animal some food, und the dog, a 
miserable objoot but still alive, was pro- 
duced in Court. 

Defendant, in answer to the oharge.aaid 
that the dog was disoiuod and, as ho 
thought, incurable, and ho had intended 
to put it out of misery. Ho thought ho 
could not got any poison ut tho cbomists, 
and he shot it. He went out to look for 
it after being informed that it was alivo 
by the lust witness, but could not find it 
or he would havo put it out of its rni«ory. 

His Honor said it was a barbarous aet 
to begin such a job and not finish it and 
after a few remarks condemned the de- 
fendant to pay a fine of 35 and costs. 

Defendant paid tho fine and removed 
the dog. 

John Shultz on remand charged with 
stealing a gold coin from Jno. Kennedy 
was again placed in tho dock, and after 
hearing the ovidenco His Honor said ho 
thought it would he best to sentenoe the 
prisoner to 3 months hard labor, as if he 
sent him up for trial the witness would 
probably be gone and justice would be 
defeated. He also ordered tho 817 50 
found upon prisoner to bo handed ovor to 
prosecutor. 

Wm. Moor, on remand on a charge of 
selling whiskey to Indians, was sontoneed 
to 3 months imprisonment and 850 fino 
with two months extra in default of pay- 
ment. 

Stbanob Visitants.— -The oity and vi- 
cinity were visited with a severe storm of 
thunder and lightning and heavy rain last 
evening. It is not often that tho electric 
batteries of tho air are sot in motion in 
this part of the world; but when they onco 
got fairly anderweigh they oreato a sensa- 
tion. Some of tho flashes wero very vivid 
and wore followed closely by the thunder, 
showing that thoy struck not far off. In 
1 860 was witnessed here one of tho most ter- 
rific storms of thunder and lightning ever 
known. Tho lightnings playod across tho 
heavens for several hours, and the peals 
of thundor worn so incessant and .frequent 
us to seem like ono continuous roar. In 
1800 some damage was douo by lightning 
in this oity. From that date to last eve 
ning, we beliovo there waa no such visita- 
tion.

The Collision ov thk City of Panama 
with the Zelanpia. — '' lie S. F. AUa of 
tho 15th says: — "Last night, at about 10 
o'clock, as tho City of Panama was com- 
ing into the Pacific Mail Steamship Co's 
wharf she ran into tho steamship Zea- 
laudia. It appears that tho City of Pana- 
ma canto in at first at the head of tho 
dock; but her Master, receiving some in- 
structions, backed out iuto the stream, 
and making a turn came up to tho dock 
to tako position aft of the Zealandia. whoso 
bow was pointing toward tho head of the 
dock. Whether from some misunderstand- 
ing of the bells, or for some reason that 
has not yet been explained, she went 
head on against the port sido of 
tho Zealandia, striking her about 
abreast of the after hatch, twisting 
and forcing in a number of her plates for 
a spuco of about fourteen feet in longth 
and ono foot in breadth just above and 
below the water line, To use the ex- 
pressive language of one who was pres- 
ent, thero was a hole big enough for a 
man to crawl through, if he folt like do- 
ing so. Canvas was immediately got out 
and hung over the opening to prevent tho 
influx of water, but ono of tho compart- 
ments, tho steamer being divided into 
several, tilled rapidly and soon settled 
until the stem of tho steamer was on a 
levol with tho wharf, whilo her bow was 
high above it. The Zealandia will be 
placed in the dock for repairs.

EUROPE. 
London, May 22. — In the House of 
Commons to-day Disraeli, in reply to 
tho question of Maurice Brooks, Lib- 
01 al and Homo Rule member from 
Dublin, as to whether ho intended to 
advise tho Queen to extend Royal 
mercy to persons imprisoned for 
breach of allegiauce to Her Majesty, 
stated that only 15 persons £6 resin in 
custody within the category of the 
Brooks question. After a lengthy ex- 
planation showing that two of those 
hud been convicted of murder, und six 
wore in English prisons und tho re- 
mainder in West Australia undor mil- 
itary surveilance, Disraeli suid, con- 
sidering the Irish character tho gov- 
ernment cannot now recommend 
further amnesty. John Connor Pow- 
er, member from Mayo county, who 
is also a Liberal and Home-Ruler, 
under a motion to adjourn, strongly 
protested against the government's 
course. George Anderson, Liberal 
from Glasgow, Disraeli, Joseph Q-ollis 
Biggor, member from Cavan, Ireland, 
Homo-Rulers and Liberals, spoko in 
reply, upholding tho uction of the 
Ministers und declaring thut Eng- 
land's honor was ut stake. Some of 
tho English members said thoy signed 
tho petition for amnesty under mis- 
apprehension and here tho subjoct of 
the Fenians dropped. Tho scene 
during U10 debate was very animated. 

In'replying to the question of Camp* 
boll.Disrueli said that the government 
was unable to concur iu the proposal 
of the northern powers for tho pacifi- 
cation of Turkish provinces and that 
it wus impossible to publish the terms 
of the proposal which hud boon form- 
nlly communicated to tho Porto.

The title of the Quoen, I strong- 
ly suspect, is not now brought for- 
ward for tho first timo. I violate no 
confidence because I have received 
none,but I am under a conviction that 
at leust two previous ministers have 
entirely refused, though pressed to do 
so, to have anything to do "with a 
change. However, more pliant por- 
sons have been found, and I have no 
doubt tho thing will bo done. * * * 
If this comes to bo done, as I supposo 
it will bo done in a few days, it" will 
not bo like some things which ono re- 
grets and which wo hear no more of; 
It is a mutter which will not sleep; it- 
will not bo forgotten. Every occasion 
whon Her Majesty's name is to be 
mentioned, ovory occasion when tho 
style und title of the Crown comes in- 
to question, 3-ou will havo this contest 
that 1ms been raised on this matter. I 
cannot help feeling, and I say it with 
tho deepest regret) that nothing can 
come of this except injury, not only 
to the sincere regard and honor which 
wo havo toward our present sovoreign, 
but regard to this royal title in gener- 
al in tho hands of Her Majesty's des- 
cendants. (Loud cheers.) I do ro- 
gret most sincerely thut it has been 
tlio determination of the Government, 
contrary not only to a majority, but I 
behove, contrary to tho unanimous 
opinion of both Houses of Parliament, 
to force this measure through, and it- 
is not merely that pressure bus been 
put on members of Parliament — moro 
than political pressure — but the whole 
mutter bus boeu carried in such n 
manner us to rniso iu my mind the 
most painful apprehensions that it is 
only tho beginning of much evil which 
might, by tho least effort of manliueBS 
and straightforwardness, have been 
averted if the Minister of the Crown 
had had tho courage to tell Her Ma- 
jesty ho would not, any more than his 
predecessors, lend himself to such a 
course, which he believed in his con- 
science to bo injurious to her crown 
and her dignity. 

Tho English correspondent of the 
New 1'ork 'Timos' Bays: 

Mr. Lowe, who has not been much 
heard of or thought of since the down- 
fall of tho Gladstone Govern ment.has 
just come out with a speech which 
sounds like a thunder clap amid the 
general stillness, and shows that how- 
ever unpopular he may he, ho i3 a man 
who must be taken accountof in active 
politics. Ho spoke very strongly 
about tho arbitrary course pursued by 
tho Admiralty in tho judicial adminis- 
tration of the Navy, as absolutely fatal 
to discipline and efficiency, and de- 
clared that it was regarded -with dis- 
gust, both in tho service and outside 
of it. As to tho co.se of the Alberta, 
thoro was nothing more odious to an 
English mind thau a secret inquiry, 
and the public had a right to know 
why ono man was acquitted and an- 
other convicted, He admitted that 
tho Government was justified in saying 
that it did not mean to abuse its power 
over Egyptian affairs, because, as a 
matter of fact, it had no power to 
abuso. It hud borrowed money to 
givo to the Khedive ut fifteen per cent, 
when the rate was three and ono- 
fourth per cont. , thus entailing a 
loss of £80,000 upon the country. He 
also pointed out the enormous gamb- 
ling which huu thus been fostorod and 
tho discredit which it had brought 
upon tho English Government. Then 
ho went on to expose tho jobbery of 
tho Ministry in regard to public ap- 
pointments and its waste of public 
money, and to indicato the bad effects 
caused by tho way in which the 
Queen's new titlo had been curried, 
when tho leust oit'ort of maulinosa and 
straightforwardness might have avert- 
ed it. Ho complained of "the more 
than political pressure" which has 
been employed to influence Parlia- 
ment, and intimated thut two Ministers 
hud previously resisted tho wishes of 
tho Court on this subject. Altogether, 
Mr. Lowe's attack on the Government 
wus a very damaging ono, but ho did 
not forgot to impress on Die Liberal 
party its own weakness at the present 
moment, and the hopelessnes of look- 
ing to offico for a long time. Still, ho 
urged, thoy ought not to be discour- 
aged, but go on working for a better 
time. 



TIOHBOKKIANA. 



Yesterday, says the London 'Daily 
News' of April 18th, the Tichborno 
and Magna Charta Association had a 
"grand demonstration," which con- 
sisted of a procession of members of 
tho branch associations from various 
parts of f ho metropolis to Trafalgar 
Square, a joint procession thence to 
Hyde Park, and a meeting afterwards 
in the Park. Tho various contingents 
began to arrive iu Trafalgar Square 
shortly after one o'clock, mostly ao- 
aompanied by bands, and all bearing 
banners. The baunera bore various 
inscriptions. One was, "Would you 
be surprised to hoar wo are some of 
tho foola and fanatics of Battersea!" 
Another stated that "tho ladies of 
West Brompton wish long life and 
prosperity to Kenealy and Onslow." 
The inscriptions on some others were 
moro strictly political. One was, "Wo 
protest against tho despotic titlo of 
Empress," tho word "despotic" being 
written in chains. Another, which 
was from the "Eulham United," stated 
that, "We cull ou lovers of fair play 
to assist in muzzling those howling 
hounds and braying jackasses of St. 
Stophen's." At 2:30 Dr. Kenealy, 
accompanied by his two sons, arrived 
at tdie Square in au opon carriage, 
drawn by a pair of greys. Ho was 
followed by two other carriages, and 
tho procession then started. At this 
time thoro was a considerable nu.nbor 
of porsons in and about the square, 
but the procession itself consisted of 
only a few thousand people. It wend- 
ed its way along Piccadilly to tho 
Park, whore a small platform had 
been erected close by the Rcformors' 
Tree , around which thousands of per- 
sons had assembled. Dr. Kenealy. how- 
ever, never got thoro, but for some 
reason, which was not explained, bo 
stopped his carriage when near tho Sor- 
pontino,'und after making u short s|)eaoh 
to those immediately around him, drove 
off in another direction. Nor did Mr. 
Guildford Onslow, who had been an- 
nounced as ono of tho speakers, prosont 
himsolf. When the procession arrived at 
tho place of meeting the gathering was a 
very largo one, numbering probably from 
fifteen to twouty thousand porsons. Mr. 
Goss took the chair, or rather the posi- 
tion of Chairman, for there was no ohair. 
Immediately in front of him was a black 
gibbet, over which was an inscription, 
"Down with tho Daily Telegraph," and 
hung on which were several copies of 
that journal. Those were burned amid 
some cheers. Mr. Ah mod Kenealy, who 
first addressed tho meeting, said the 
thousands before him hud come there to 
protest against ono of the greatest wrongs 
that oyer disgraced tho judicial annals of 
England, And to lift up thoir voices in 
favor of ono who had bean tho victim of 
a foul conspiracy. He moved a resolution 
declaring that " the rofusa! by tho Speak- 
er to receive and of member's of Parlia- 
ment to present petitions for tho release 
of Sir Roger Tichborno, demonstrated 
the nocessity for an improved system of 
Parliamentary representation, and that 
tho prolonged incarceration of Sir Roger 
is a continued record of infamy against 
thoso who wero chiefly instrumental in 
bringing about his illegal conviction." 
The resolution was seconded by Mr. Grey, 
and put and carriod, but only thoso who 
were immediately in front of the platform 
could hear or havo any notion of what 
was going forward, aud they could not 
hear much. 

The old, old question about the pructi- 
cabdity of oounting a billion is revived 
again. A correspondent of the New York 
Gommtjrcial Advertiser has boon trying it, 
and has come to tho conclusion that the 
"task is really physically impossible," 
because thoro is so much repetition after 
tho first thousand ; as an illustration of 
which he says:— "Think of the slow pro- 
gress when 0110 has reached- 'seven hun- 
dred and seventy-seven thousand, seven 
hundred and seventy-seven,' and goes on 
ropqatpig those words over and over as ho 
advances one numeral at a time." If tho 
Advertiser s correspondent had taken tho 
trouble to do a little sum in mental arith- 
metic, ho would havo found a much bet- 
ter reason for the impossibility of count- 
ing a billion in an ordinary lifetime. As- 
suming that the counting would be as 
rapid at any time as during the first ten 
thousand, it would hardly proceed faster 
than at the rate of one hundred and twen- 
ty a minute. At this rate thero could be 
counted in a day of ten hours 72,000, and 
a million in about fourteen days. As a 
billion is a million times a million it 
could only be counted, upon the above 
basis, in 14,000,000 days or 11 (rifle over 
38,000 years. And even if tho counter 
were able to count twenty-four hours a day 
instead of ton, he would only reduce tho 
time to something over 10.000 years, 
which is considerably more than the av- 
orago lifo.

who are in or suspected of being lu the part of Her 
MJaostiy's Dom.nlons specified lu the Order, and 
render the operation thereof subject to such coudi 
tlous, exceptions, and qualifications as may be 
deemed expedient : 

Aud whereas a 1 r<*aty was concluded on tho sixth 
day of January, 1*71, between her MaJeHty and th a 
Presl lent of tho llepubllo. of Honduras, for tho Mu- 
tual Extradition ot Fugitive Criminals, which Treaty

Her Majesty the Queen of tho United Kingdom of
